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BRAZILIAN MINISTER OF SPORTS MEETS WITH FIFA SECRETARY GENERAL AND CHAMBER OF 
DEPUTIES TO DISCUSS GENERAL WORLD CUP BILL 

Discussion focused on plans for discounted ticket program for 2014 World Cup 

BRASILIA (9 November 2011) - Brazilian Sports Minister Aldo Rebelo, FIFA Secretary General Jerome 
Valcke and the President of the Brazilian Chamber of Deputies Marco Maia met yesterday to discuss the 
General World Cup Bill for the 2014 FIFA World Cup, as well as plans to create a d,scounted ticket 
program for Brazilian students and senior citizens. 

The Brazilian federal government proposed the concept of discounted tickets, in order to align with 
Brazilian laws that guarantee students and senior citizens half-priced ticket pnces for sportmg and 
cultural events. 

Mr Valcke noted that half-priced tickets may not be feasible, but suggested a discounted ticket program 
Iw "Category 4" tickets, which would allow Brazilian students, senior citizens an the low-mcom 
population to purchase tickets for approximately US$ 25 (R$ 43). This program was also ,mplemented 
for the 2010 South Africa FIFA World Cup. 

"We also raised other requests to FIFA representatives, such as the participation of ■ Bolsa Famffla 
beneficiaries," said Minister Rebelo. "We cannot say that we have reached an agreement to that effect, 
but we will include it in the system in order to respond. This would not jeopardize our system, nor make 
the ticket sales more difficult than it already is," said Mr. Valcke. 

The General World Cup Bill, which outlines various regulations for the 2014 World Cup is currently 
under review by the Brazilian Chamber of Deputies, and a vote is expected before the end of 2011.
